Two robbers with an unusual lot of 
nervo broke into former Supervisor 
Freeman Clow's home at Druce's Lake 
Tuesday night of lost week, and, after 
drugging Mr. CIow ; and his wife, pro- 
ceeded to eat a lunch and steal what 
money they could lay their hands on. 

It was the most daring thing of the 
kind reported in the country in a long 
time but the robbers got away with but 
$20 or $30 which they took from Mr. 
Clow's trousers. 

The same night the some men are be- 
lieved to have entered Pratt's cottage 
on the north bank of Druce's Lake but, 
so far as known, they touched nothing, 
evidently being after cash only. 

The robbers entered tho Clow home 
by prying open a window on the north- 
west Bide of tho house. The conclusion 
is that they then, in some way, threw a 
drug into the bedroom, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Clow were sleeping, for, while Mr. 
Clow now recalls tnat he heard a noise, 
his remembrance isn't'very distinct and 
therefore he and others feel they must 
have been drugged or they would heard, 
the men because of the way they ranr 
sacked the house and everything shoWB 
they remained in the place a long time. 

The belief is the men had a pole with 
tiom b.V which they reached into the 
-bedroom without really stepping inBi'de 
and pulled Mr. Clow's trousers out, re- 
moving from $30 to $40 in money^ which 
he had. He doesn't remember the 
exact amount. 

That the robbers did not enter the 
bedroom is shown by the fact that on 
tho dressed were two gold watches, 
one belenging to Mr. Clow, the other to 
his wife. Neither was disturbed. No 
silverware was touched in the dining 
room. 

The men had no lantern for, in 
various parts of the house, were found 
. matches which had been burned down 
verycloBe. In all 40 matches were 
found on the floors. If Mr. and Mrs. 
Clow had not been drugged, they surely 
would have heard the matches Btrike or 
wouldhave smelled the sulphur. 

The men went to the pantry,, cut off 
three slice's of bread, sliced off some 
salt pork and then went to the parlor 
where they sat down and ate their lunch. 
Crumbs on the carpet showed what they 
had done. 

Everything in the house was ransack- 
ed and it is evident the robbers were 
there for a couple of hours. But, it 
appears they were after nothing but 
money for nothing else has been missed. 

That the same broke into the Pratt 
cottage is shown by. the mark of a tool 
on the window sill. 

On Thursday morning twp suspects 
were arrested in the woods on the 
George Cleveland farm, They were 
thoroughly searched but as nothing of 
' the nature that would connect them as 
the men were found. They were re- 
leased.

. Ben Ryan, said to be a former well

Ryan was seen going to the barn 
just before the fire broke out and hot 
a trace has been seen of him since al- 
though searching parties have raked 
over the ruins of the burned buildings 
and dispatches have been Bent to vari- 
ous points that the missing man might 
be sought v 

The loss on the burned buildings is 
estimated at $1,000, with an insurance 
of $500 on the barn. The loss on the 
contents of tho buildings will reach 
$2,500 with an insurance of $300. 

The fire broke out near seven o'clock 
and its origin is a complete mystery.

Judge Robert W. Wright- of Belvi- 
dere died at Mercy hospital, Chicago, at 
1 o'clock Tuesday morning. He sus- 
tained injuries about ten days ago when 
he slipped from the BJdewalk at Wauke- 
gan, where he had been- holding court. 
His head struck on the curbing and his 
face was badly cut; Concussion of the 
brain was the direct cause of his death, 
although, at the time of his fall, it was 

not felt that he had sustained any batj 
injury. 

Judge Wright had been a member of 

the bench of the 17th judicial district 
for the past eight years. He was 
almost as well known to the Cook county 
bar as any judge of Cook county,- hav- 
ing sat there at various times. He was 
at one time city attorney of Belvidere 
and later state's, attorney for Boone 
county. 

Judge Wright was 48 years old. He 
is survived by his widow and daughter, 
Helen, who were with him when the 
end came, and one son, Robert W. Jr., 
who is away at school. 

While the fall the judge sustained in 
Waukegan may have hastened the end 
of the well known man, it has been a 
known fact that he, had not been well 
for some time. In fact, while holding 
court in Waukegan^he had been going 
to the city regularly to consult a phy- 
sician. The fall which he sustained 
was in all probability duo to his weak- 
ened condition. The last time that he 
presided in court was on Friday, Nov. 
18 at Waukegan. 

He was one of the most popular 
judges that this district has ever had,, 
marking his administration by fair and 
impartial rulings, and his knowledge 
of law is said-by attorneys to have been 
exceptional. 

The remains were taken to the 
Wright home at Belvidere in a private 
car Tuesday afternoon. Members of 
the Belvidere Commercial Club met 
the train and acted as an escort to the 
home. 

The funeral is held this (Thursday) 
afternoon from the residence, Rev. N. 
B. Clinch, pastor of the Episcopal 
church officiating. While the deceased 
was a member of the Masonic fraterni- 
• ty, the Elks and other orders, none of 
them will have active charge of the 
obsequies. 

The Lake County Bar Association 
has made arrangements to attend in a 
body.

Victim Who Beats Them Off 



One of the boldest attempts at a hold 
up, one that would make Waukegan 
listen like Butte, Montana, was pulled 
off there Friday evening at about 6 
o'clock. 

Herman Miller, a German who can 
speak but a few words of English, had 
come from his home in Racine to 
attend the performance at the Wauke- 
gan theater, where some of his 
acquaintances are performing this 
week. He arrived at the playhouse a 
little too early for the performance and 
was walking about the business street 
trying to occupy the time until the 
show would commence. 

He crossed Genesee street at Water 
street and was going west along Water 
street when two thugB jumped from 
the shadows about the bill -boards near 
the Lazzaroni fruit stand and grabbed 
him by the throat. The thug came so 
near choking him that he was unable to 
scream for help, but realizing that his 
money if not his life was in danger he 
struggled and finaly broke the hold of 
the robber. 

As soon as he was free the robbers 
disappeared and nothing could be seen 
of them by the time he had reached the 
corner and. notified the officer stationed 
the^eJr.-He 1 accompanied the officer 
to the station and told the. police his 
story in broken English. Chief of 
Police Conolly and Assisant Chief Tom 
Tyrell set out to see if they could find 
the thugs, but up to a late hour they 
had not been found. 

One young man said that he had seen 
three men, evidently of tough" char- 
acter, going up Genesee street about 
the time of the hold up.* When they 
arrived at the corner of Washington and 
Genesee streets, one was for turning 
west on that street) but the other two 
asserted that they were going on north 
on Gensee street, but the three finally 
went north together. 

Mr. Miller is about 58 years of age 
and is a well built German and it was 
evident that he had not given up with- 
out a struggle, as one of his hands was 
slightly bruised and cut. According 
to his Btory there were no weapons 
of any kind brought into the play, and 
it is thought that the whole affair was 
over is so short a time that the robbers 
had not recovered from their surprise at 
being resisted when their would-be 
victim was free and starting up street 
after an officer. 

The hold up took place a little after 
six o'clock in the evening when the 
streets were full of people going and 
coming from their work, and the strange 
part of it is that no one saw the affair 
while it was in actual progress, al- 
though several claim to have seen him 
just before and shortly after. 

The police were on the watch all 
night, at the various stations to see 
that any one that might be suspected of 
any connection with the affair did not 
leave the city. It is thought that the 
thugs were from Chicago.

A PASTEURIZING PLANT 

Report From Grayslake is That Large Plant 
is to be Built There Soon 

According to present plans Lake 
county 1b soon to have a mammoth milk 
pasteurization plant This will be lo- 
cated at Grayslake, according to reliable 
information from that village. The re- 
port does not say when work on- the 
building of this plant will be begun but 
it is understood that it will be at once. 

The plant is owned by a corporation 
which plans to buy up all the milk of 
producers, for a large radius of miles. 
This milk will then be pasteurized and 
shipped direct to Chicago. This will 
save the producers the trouble of ship- 
ping the milk to Chicago themselves. 

Many of the producers seem to take 
very kindly to the idea and there is no 
reason so far as can be seen why the 
plan will not be a success. 

At present the company which is 
planning the Lake county pasteurization 
plant has a large plant at Burlington, 
Wis., and all their pasteurization is be- 
ing done there at present. It is said 
that a large amount of the milk pro- 
duced in Lake county is being shipped 
to Burlington to be pasteurized from 
which city it is shipped direct to Chicago 
and other cities. 

It is admitted that Lake county 
furnishes Chicago the bulk of its milk 
so that the advent of pasteurization 
here is a highly important one. It is 
difficult to Bay just when the plan twill 
be in operation.

FAR OUT IN LAKE 

E. E. Rupright, a Northwestern 
brakeman, went duck Hunting at the 
Waukegan Harbor Tuesday, and man- 
aged to wing a duck that fell" into the 
lake, and getting a row boat he started 
out after it His boat was caught in a 
squawl and rapidly carried from the 
shore..

Physicians and surgeons are not in- 
clined to take seriously the bill that 
Philip Schiich, Jr., a Colorado legisla- 
tor, proposes to introduce at the com- 
ing session of the State Legislature. 
Schuch's measure will provide that 
any surgeon who shall perform an op- 
eration for appendicitis and who shall 
later be unable to prove that the pati- 
ent's appendix was in a diseased con- 
dition shall be guilty of malpractice and 
shall be punished. 

Philip Schuch ? s father and mother 
both died following operations for ap- 
pendicitis and he holds that these oper- 
ations were unnecessary. 

A few eminent Chicago surgeons hold 
that there are, perhaps, too many oper- 
ations for appendicitis and others hold 
that there cannot be too many. 

SchUch argues that such a bill would 
put an end to many operations that he 
claims are experimental and needles. 

Prominent surgeons and physicians 
while watching the outcome of the mat- 
ter with considerable interest argue 
that while such a bill might do away 
with so called needless operations, it 
would so handicap a surgeon that many 
a life would be lost through hesitation 
to perform a necessary operation.

Twelfth in the State. 



According to a dispatch from Wash- 
ington the population of Lake County 
according to the official censifs taken 
this year, is 55,058. This is 20,554 
more persons than were given, in the 
census of 1900, or a gain of 66§ per cent 
in the past ten years. . - 

Lake County's great gain is a fea- 
ture of the state census and below are 
given the official reports of the various 
census figures ever since the work of 
taking population was kept on record 
in Washington.

Disappointment is keen throughout 
the county for on account of the last 
census failing to show 70,000, Lake 
County will have neither a probate 
clerk or recorder as many .had antici- 
pated. 

Cook County's population is shown to . 
be 2,405,233 a gain Of 566,498 or 30.8 
per cent in the past ten years. 

Forty-eight counties in the state, 
among which is Boone show a decrease , 
in the population in the past ten years: 

Lake County is shown to rank twelfth 
in population in the whole state. The 
eighth senatorial district is comprised 
of Lake, McHenry and Boone, with the 
former having ' a larger population 
than the other two combined, exceed- .. 
ing them by 7,068. 

The judicial district is composed of 
Lake, Winnebago, McHenry and Boone 
with the former ranking second in the 
district being exceeded by Winnebago 
by 8,095. 

The increase in our population as 
shown by these figures will undoubtedly 
be the cause of changes in the congres- 
sional district and Lake county will in 
all probability be seperated from Cook. 

Cook County, with the big city of 
Chicago shows a jump from 1,838,735 
to 2,405,233, now has almost half of the 
population of the state, and would, 
under the suggested ratio, have eleven 
congressmen in her own right, instead 
of having to share one of them with 
Lake. Thus it is seen that Lake would 
then be hitched up with some other 
county. 

The census of 1910 shows that the 
state of Illinois now has a population 
of 5,638,591; Ten years ago it had a 
population of 4,821,550, and shows an 
increase of 817,041 or 16.9 per cent. 

Up to the present time the popula 
tion of the various townB has not been 
given out

He, thinks the' plan would not In- 
crease the army expense more than GO 
per cent, as there; are sufficient bar- 
racks and equipment now on hand to 
accommodate ithe'.newiforces, and he 
believes the respect engendered for 
law would put an end to mob out- 
rages and lessen crime In America. 

"By-increasing our army to 260,- 
000/.' General v Grant .said, "we could' 
in a few yeaia have, among the peo- 
ple engaged in peaceful and gainful 
occupations 1,000,000 men trained -to 
the military service. The present au- 
thorised strength of »'our army. Is 100.- 
000, but we have actually in the serv- 
ice only about 85,000 men, because 
congress has refused to make the ap- 
propriatlonsTnoeded. 

In the execution of hi b scheme, Gen- 
eral .Grant- .would divide tho country 
into military districts and require 
each, "district to provide the enlarged 
army every year with a quota of re- 
cruits to be determined by? the mili- 
tary authorities, based upon popula- 
tion.

Washington.— President Taft struck 
an effectual blow in favor of public- 
ity of the affairs of corporations when 
on Friday he approved the rules of the 
Beicrelary"of the treasury under which 
all returns made under the corpora- 
tion tax law shall be available to the 
public. 

The corporation Income tax law was 
framed for the purpose - of Insuring 
under heavy penalties including Impris- 
onment, an accurate yearly return of 
the operations of all corporations. Fol- 
lowing this the publicity feature was 
added and now the rules under which 
this, publicity Is to be insured have 
been framed by Secretary MacVeagh 
and approved by the president 
These rules' will insure publicity as 
widespread as any reasonable man 
can expect "*;.::'". 

It Is the belief of the president that 
the regulations mark the final step 
toward.,aecurlng'the .needed publicity

WASHINGTON.— Comptroller of the 
Currency Murray 1b now hard at 
work In making sharper and more 
searching the official supervision and 
loodtrol of the national hanks.

^Tho latest Btop fs to call on tho ex- 
aralners la tho several districts to 
make out lists of tho concerns which 
are largest borrowsra at the banks. 
Such.reportB from tho 11 districts are 
to bo tabulated at the "Washington 
office which will ho so created a clear- 
ing house of commercial credits. Tho 
record is to bd* kept in confidence, 
and the names of. banks carrying 
heavy lines of paper will not bo ex- 
posed. 
Individuals and corporations which 



strain their credit soon get beyond tho 
resources of their -homo banks. They 
go abroad for loans. Note brokers de- 
rive their profit from this practise. 
"When failures occur it often happens 
that the bankrupt is debtor to banks 
at. points remote from each other. 
One lender does not know how many 
others have, been buying the same 
sort of paper. Reliance on business 
statements becomes trust on broken 
reeds by changed conditions ,as well 
as by over-sanguine estimates. 

The new. policy of Comptroller Mur- 
ray will tend to restrict credit at both 
ends of the transaction. Borrowers 
who expand unduly will take warning 
when they learn that record of all 
their loans Is kept for review. They 
will discern the need of caution in putr 
ting out their obligations, and will do 
less business on other people's cap- 
ital. TBey will feel somo alarm at tho 
broad semi-publicity of their affairs 
and will reduce their appeals to lend- 
ers. The weakest of the largo bor- 
rowers will first be compelled to re- 
duce their. loans. All who rely too 
much on borrowing will Bee the veil 
lifted from their operations and will 
come to act knowing that they aro do- 
ing business in the open.. Thoso who 
are fairly entitled to the credit which 
they ask can get no harm. The dan- 
ger of tho output of bnd paper will be 
diminished,' and bank's will bo warned 
against assets not desirable. -

WITH a navy increasing In size, tho 
estimates, for tho exponso of tho 
naval establishment for the next fis- 
cal year show a saving of over $4,- 
000,000, as compared with tho amount 
appropriated last year.

110,000,000 „lesB than tho appropria- 
tions for the preceding year. The 
two years taken together.

Competition in the fleet has been 
encouraged and has resulted In better 
target* practise, economy in coal con- 
sumption and In consumption of sup- 
.-?,Ueb. Full power trials of vcBsela 
under cruising conditions have been 
conducted. The faBteBt battleships 
on the recent full power trials were 
the only ones repaired at navy yards 
under tho present system of navy- 
fyard organization. 

The greatest progress In the navy 
has been in target practiso. It has 
been due to carefully conducted com- 
petitions, where ship has been pitted 



against ship, man against man and of- 
ficer against, officer. In this way every 
one has been put upon his mettle and 
results .have closely measured tho 
relative worth of the various ships 
and officers. 

The cost of work at navy yards 
has fallen materially. Steel castings 
mado at navy yards havo been re- 
duced from about cents a pound to 
about 6 cents; and iron castings havo 
been cut from about 4% cents a 
pound to 2*£. 

Although tho navy has Increased In 
size, the. cost of tho coal Ib expected 
to bo about $1,000,000 less during the- 
current fiscal year than during the 
previous one. The, estimates for fuel 
for tho coming, year havo been de- 
creased by $1,000,000, Improvement 
has been made in the use of lubri- 
cating oil. The cost of Buppiles has 
been reduced by.; more than 20 per 
cent., ahd~ln' freight* arid Hrarisporta- 
tlon of supplies there has been a 
saving- of about $100,000. 

Tho most serious waste of funds 
under tho navy department haB prob- 
ably been that duo to expenditures 
upon vessels that are not fit to take 
port In any future war. ' There are 
many of theBo vessels that will prob- 
ably bo' relegated to tho reserve or 
bo placed out of commission in tho 
near future.
